Hill, railroad builder, capitalist, and 
most widely known figure of the 
northwest, died at his Summitt ave- 
nue residence at 9:30 o'clock this 
morning as the result of an infection 
due to bowel trouble. 


Mr. Hill was unconscious for near- 


ly twelve hours before lie died Dr. 
Herman M. Biggs of New York and 
Dr Stanley S Seager of Rochester,

the bedside when the end came. 


Mr. Hill's personal secretary, Mr 


Brown, made the announcement of

sued later. Questioned regarding a 
date for obsequies Mr. Brown said 
that no arrangements had been dis- 
cussed.

He was 


confronted by three great competit- 
ors to the south, each of which had 
received big bonuses as go\ eminent 
aid, whereas the "Manitoba" or the

subsidy or an acre of 


grant to forward its progress from 
the Minnesota boundary to the sea.

"Safety First" Irks. 


(Pittsburgh Gazette Times.) 


If it were made certain that any 


nrrsou who boarded or attempted to 
board a moving car would be sent to 
jail for ten days, a dangerous prac- 
tice would be stopped instantly. 
But 


when he risks only his limbs or u.s 
life, man will take a chance. This 
peculiarity is strikingly illustrated 
in a petition of the Lons Island rail- 
road to the New York I'p-State Pub- 
lic Service Commission for permis- 
sion to run its trains with open ves- 
tibules as a means of saving life. 
The statement was made that "more 
accidents have occurred to persons 
trying to board trains setting under 
way since the road has been using 
the closed vestibule type of car than 
in the days when the steps and plat- 
forms were not enclosed." 
And the 


spokesman for the railroads gave ex- 
amples of men trying to get on af- 
ter the doors had been closed and the 
train started. 


The closed vestibule was adopted 


as a measure of safety. 
Patrons of 


the road regard it as an interference 
with their rights. All danger would 
be obviated were they to get to the 
stations before the scheduled minute 
for their train to start. 
But they 


linger and make a flying leap at the 
moving platform, trusting to luck to 
land safely on the step. The situation 
presents a serious question for the 
service commission to decide. 
But 


there ought to be no hesitancy about 
making the right answer to the pe- 
tition of the Long Island road. 
To 


rescind the existing rule might save 
somp accidents, but it would be an 
invitation to even more persons to 
take a chance and would defeat the 
very purpose of the requirement that 
closed vestibules be used. Man must 
be saved from himself. "Safety first" 
is a principle that must be insisted 
upon, not sidestepped.

It is set going in a ve^-y hot 
room and then transferred to n cold 
one, for it may be used ia -any part of 
the world, from the polar ipglons to 
the tropics, and it must aVn-ija keep 
good time.

Distant Thunder. 


If we count the second* that elapse 


between our seeing a flash of lightning 
and our hearing the thunder we can 
tell how far off tlio thunderstorm is. 
As light travels 180,000 miles a second, 
we may for all practical purposes re- 
gard ourselves as seeing the lightning 
the instant it flashes. But sound travels 
only 5,087 feet a second. If, then, we 
multiply 1,087 by the number of sec- 
onds that elapse after the flash before 
we hear the thunder we get the dis- 
tance that Hcs between us and the 
storm. If wo count five seconds the 
flash is a mile away. As a rule, we do 
not hear the thunder at all if the storm 
ia more than from twelve to fifteen 
miles away from us. But the rule has 
exceptions. In Symous' Meteorological 
Magazine Mr. Harold Wilson reports 
that last August he saw two flashes of 
lightning In the west northwest of 
England and only heard the thunder 
after intervals of 115 and 112 seconds 
respectively. He calculates that the 
first flash occurred 24.4 miles and the 
second flash 23.8 miles away. Profess- 
or Alexander S. Herschcl, it Is said, 
heard the thunder that followed a flash

The only answer to this ar- 
gument and similar ones is that our 
immediate ancestors learned bow to 
sixjll better than our remote ancestors, 
which is only claiming that the makers 
of the words left their spelling to suc- 
ceeding generations, which is absurd. 
Tlicrc is abundant proof that our ances- 
tors were better spellers tb*n th» suc- 
ceeding gener»tlons.-Ohlo State Jour- 
nal.
